The Rutgers Coaching Staff 


John R. Stiegman, Head Coach 


OHN R. STIEGMAN, appointed head coach last February, is a 33-year-old gradu- 
ate of Williams College. Now in his first head coaching position, he was an aide 

to Charley Caldwell at Princeton from 1946 to 1955. 

Stiegman attended Riverside High School in his native Buffalo, N. Y., and 
entered Williams after his graduation. In addition to being an outstanding tackle, 
he was a distance swimmer and played hockey and lacrosse. 

He was graduated from Williams in 1944 and served two years in the Navy, 
seeing action in the Normandy invasion and later in the Pacific Theater before 
joining Caldwell at Princeton in 1946. At first he was on the freshman coaching 
staff, moving to the varsity as line coach in 1949. In the days of two-platoon football, 
he was the defensive specialist. 

At Princeton he coached hockey and 150-pound crew in addition to football, 
He is Rutgers’ 14th football coach since 1900. 

Stiegman is married to the former Elizabeth Tindall of Princeton. The couple 
has two children, Holly, 7, and Elthea, 5. They now live in Highland Park. 


Matthew J. Bolger, Jr., End Coach 


A NATIVE OF Newark, Matthew J. Bolger is a graduate of Cornell University. 
After completing St. Benedict's Prep in Newark where he earned all-state 
mention in 1940, he entered Notre Dame. He served in the Marine Air Corps 
during 1942-45, seeing Pacific duty on an aircraft carrier. Bolger entered Cornell 
after leaving the service, graduating in 1948. He began his coaching career the next 
year as St. Benedict’s line coach. In 1950 he moved to Upsala College and in 1951 
Joined the Brown University staff as end coach. Bolger came to Rutgers last March. 
He is 36 years old. Bolger now lives in Edison Township. 


Frank R. Burns, Backfield Coach 


AttEASE quarterback on Rutgers 1946-49 post-war powerhouses, Frank Burns 
is the only holdover member of the coaching staff, He joined Harvey Har- 
man’s varsity staff in 1955, being reappointed by Stiegman last March. Previously, 
he served one year as assistant Rutgers freshman coach before being appointed 
head coach at Johns Hopkins University in 1951. He spent two years there, return- 
ing to his alma mater as frosh coach in 1953 and 1954. A native of Roselle Park, 
he played pro football briefly after his graduation. He was an outstanding baseball 
catcher for Rutgers and currently lives in Milltown. 


Robert S. McCoy, Line Coach 


ORMER SINGLE wing center at Penn State, Bob McCoy is serving his first year 

on a college coaching staff. He has been head coach at three Pennsylvania high 
schools during the past six years, serving two years at each. Most recently the Lock 
Haven, Pa., native was at Sunbury High. Earlier he coached at Northumberland and 
Ford City, An honorable mention All-American performer, McCoy played under 
Bob Higgins at Penn State during 1944-46. He once earned Associated Press ‘“Line- 
man of the Week” honors, McCoy now lives in Highland Park. 


Warren E. Harris, Freshman Coach 


Bee JOINING Rutgers staff last March, Warren Harris was head coach at 
Liberty High School in Bethlehem, Pa., for two years. A graduate of Missouri

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1956 — THE OUTLOOK 


Facing a rugged 10-game slate with only 21 days practice and no formal 
Spring drills would be a challenging task for any college football team. This is 
especially so in Rutgers case for 1956 in light of: 

1, Anew coach in the person of John R. Stiegman; and 

2. A new system, the single wing. 

Except for watching approximately 20 boys in three weeks of informal condi- 
Honing: sessions last spring, Stiegman and his staff have had no personal contact 
with the candidates for the 1956 squad. The coaches’ only basis of information con- 
cerning their personnel is the movies of last season’s games. These, of course, do not 
include the present sophomores. 

Nevertheless, all is not hopeless. Stiegman has seen enough of the squad via 
movies and as a member of the Princeton coaching staff to feel confident of depth 
and probable quality at the ends and in running backs. Stiegman also feels he will 
have adequate depth at center. 

From there on the question marks begin. The interior line is lacking both depth 
and quality. Blocking of the backs in general, who do little interference work in 
the T but have a great deal of this duty in the single wing, is another major 
problem. And although all positions require different specialties in the two forma- 
tions, the strangest posts will be blocking back and tailback. All problems con- 
sidered, Stiegman is hoping the Scarlet will become solid by mid-season,

. Harry J. Rockafeller, Director of Athletics 
RR zeanven as one of the best known figures associated with Scarlet athletics, 
“Rocky” reached a high point in his years of service and devotion to Rutgers 
in 1954 when he was appointed Director of Athletics, succeeding George E. Little, 
who left the post to give full time to administrative duties as Executive Secretary 
of the National Football Hall of Fame. 

Rockafeller entered Rutgers as an undergraduate in 1912. He starred in football, 
basketball, baseball, and track during his four college years. He became associated 
with the College of Agriculture immediately after his graduation but left for service 
with the Army overseas during World War I. After the war, he went into industry 
for several years, then returned to Rutgers in 1924 as graduate manager of athletics. 
He was named head football coach in 1927 and in four years his teams won 19 and 
lost 16 games. In 1930, he resigned as coach in favor of administrative duties. 

In 1932, he became head coach of 150-pound football. His lightweight teams 
were undefeated in 18 games and won Eastern Intercollegiate championships in 
1933, 1934, and 1935. He returned again to administration in 1937 but assisted with 
the varsity ends when Harvey Harman came on the scene in 1938. “Rocky” again 
took over the varsity reins during World War II. 


Albert W. Twitchell, Assistant to the Director 

A 1935 graduate of Rutgers, Al Twitchell was an outstanding athlete during 
his undergraduate days, earning All-American honors in both football and 

lacrosse. After coaching at Sewanhaka High School in Long Island and Hofstra 
College, he returned to Rutgers in 1937 as assistant coach in lacrosse and 150-pound 
football. In 1950, he became head lacrosse coach, and served during 1948-51 as varsity 
line coach. In 1952, he relinquished his football chores to become assistant to the 
director of athletics. In the past six seasons, his lacrosse teams have won 48 while 
losing only 10 and tying one. His 1955 team tied for the Laurie Cox Division title.

WILLIAM AND MARY PROSPECTS 


Coach Jack Freeman’s Indians hope to bounce back in 1956 with a young team 
which had tough going last season. Now in his fifth season at William & Mary, 
Freeman looks for the youngsters to develop into a winning team. “Last season,” he 
says, “we were hampered by the youth of our squad (g1 of 48 were freshmen and 
sophomores). Also, we played four rough teams to open the season, so we never got 
started.” 


Depth will be a major problem, but the Indians have good backfield talent, 
headed by freshman sensation Tom Secules, last year’s quarterback, and halfbacks 
Jack Yohe and Charlie Sidwell. Fullback is a question mark. All-Southern end Walt 
Brodie spearheads the line. 


RUTGERS—FOOTBALL’S PIONEER 

Rutgers pioneered American intercollegiate football in an historic game played 
with Princeton, Nov, 6, 1869, on College Field, where the present-day Rutgers Gym- 
nasium stands in New Brunswick. Football in its embryonic state bore striking, if 
rustic, resemblance to the modern game. Playing with 25 men on a side, the original 
Scarlet “eleven” beat Princeton, six goals to four. Rutgers students issued the chal- 
lenge for the first game in hopes of avenging a 40-2 baseball defeat by Princeton in 
1866. Employed in the first game were the rudiments of such later mayhem as the 
flying wedge, sleepers, and the first incident of a player kicking the ball toward his 
own goal,

COLUMBIA PROSPECTS 

Tremendous improvement over last year’s 1-8 varsity is not expected, but the 
1956 Columbia football team should show some progress upward. The strong point 
again will be the backfield led by Claude Benham, one of the country’s outstanding 
quarterbacks and No. 2 passer in the nation last fall. Supplementing Benham in the 
running attack will be Ed Spraker (whose injury last fall hurt the team consid- 
erably), captain Art Wilson, Roy Altman, Brad Howard and sophomore Gary Jones. 

The Lion line, particularly at tackle, will be the problem area. Sophomore guard 
Gene Appel should help along with veterans George Pappas, Ralph Brunori, John 
Wellington, and Frank Corral in the interior line. The end squad is not strong with 
the loss of starters Jim Mooney and George Seitz, but Joe Hervatic is a top prospect 
here. Other important losses from last year include guard Fred Bucci and halfback 
Alex Giampietro.

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NATIONAL FOOTBALL FOUNDATION 
AND HALL OF FAME 


Seven years ago—igyg—Rutgers was selected as the site for football's Hall of 
Fame, via a vote by thousands of sportswriters, coaches and athletic leaders. Rutgers 
was chosen for the location because Rutgers and Princton played the first game of 
inter-collegiate football in New Brunswick on Noy. 6, 1869. 


Much progress has been made toward the construction of a Hall of Fame build- 
ing. Ill fortune, however, has handicapped the football shrine from accomplishing 
as much as might be expected. The first executive secretary, Arthur Evans, died in 
1951. His successor, George E, Little, became seriously ill shortly after taking over 
the reins and for about a year, almost nothing was done. 


The organizational drive of the Hall of Fame now is moving once again. Efforts 
are being made to recruit volunteer groups in each state and county in the nation 
to undertake a membership drive and later a fund-raising campaign. Many plans 
and objectives have been discussed and many more are in the wo Once the 
building is erected, a library of films. books and other records and a museum will be 
set up. Research projects will be undertaken, and the Foundation can begin in 
earnest its promotion of amateur football. 


Operations of the Hall of Fame are directed from its headquarters on the Rut- 
gers campus in New Brunswick by George E. Little, executive secretz The offices 
eventually will be in the Hall of Fame Building itself, which tentatively is scheduled 
to be built on the heights north of the Rutgers Stadium. 


On Noy. 24, Rutgers will meet Columbia in New Brunswick in the seventh 
annual Hall of Fame game.
